Coolidge’s Summer Pastor-At- 
tacks Nicaraguan Tactics 
After Luncheon. 


FORENSICS. HEARD BY 500 


Placed in the ironical position of at- 
tacking “unllmited discretionary pow- 
ers of the chief executive” after lunch- 
ing with the President at the White 
House, Rolf Lium,. the President’s 
preacher during his sojourn in the 
Black Hills, last night argued his case 
with such vehemence as to win for his 
Carleton College debating team the 
unanimous vote of the judges over its 
opponents of American University. 

Young Lium and his two colleagues 
from Carleton College espoused the af- 
firmative of the question “Resolved, 
That the United States should not pro- 
tect by armed force capital invested 
in foreign lands except after formal 
declaration of war.” 

Tall, and blond of hair, the young 
theological student appeared at ease 
before the audience of 500 that gath- 
ered in Hurst Hall for the contest. He 
was fluent in his command of the Eng- 
lish language, and his points were made 
with clarity and precision. 

Despite his insistence that the Presi- 
dent has too much power to intervene 
in foreign lands under the guise of pro- 
tecting American capital, he was care- 
ful to point out that he was not at- 
tacking any particular administration 
or any specific person in any adminis- 
tration. He gave the impression of 
trying to meke clear to his audience 
that he was “just debating” on that 
score, 

Lium argued that the United States 
should use all methods of peaceful set- 
tlement before resorting to arms, and, 
when recourse is taken in the latter, 
should be only by open declaration of 
war.

Old Newspaper Files Relate 
the Murders; Children Were 
Among the Victims. 


Detroit, March 14 (A.P.).—The age- 
yellowed sheaves of a 50-year-old crimi- 
nal record were turned today by police 
attempting to solve ten mysterious 
slayings committed between 1874 and 
1885. Eight of the crimes, the records 
show, were perpetrated in Detroit and 
vicinity and the other two in Chicago. 
All, police said, were the work of two 
men, for whom search was being made 
today in Pontiac, Mich. 

The half-century-old investigations 
were reopened last night by Inspector 
William Cross, of the Highland Park 
Police Department, as the result of a 
story told him by a 63-year-old woman. 
The woman, whose name the officials 
declined to reveal, declared that one of 
the men, an unwelcome suitor of her 
girlhood days, confessed the crimes to 
her and implicated the other man.

Many victims are 
believed to be buried under 30 feet of 
rock and silt. Others undoubtedly 
were washed into the Pacific Ocean at 
Oxnar‘, when 50,000,000 tons of re- 
leased water boiled into the sea before 
daybreak yesterday. 

The search for the bodies engrossed 
thousands in the. devastated area be- 
tween Newhall and Oxnard all day. The 
search for a scapegoat engrossed others. 
The city of Los Angeles, through its 
mayor, George E. Cryer, confessed re- 
sponsibility for the disaster. 

Mayor Cryer, after a visit to the 
stricken community, said, “Los Angeles 
can not restore the lives lost, but dam- 
ages should be paid. This disaster was 
incidental to the operations of the city 
of Los Angeles in providing a water 
supply. We of Los Angeles must face 
the responsibility. I do not know how 
the money can be raised, but the legal 
technicslities, and the law must be in- 
voked to do this; shall be invoked.” 


City Bitterly Assailed. 

‘he city of Los Angeles was bitterly 
assailed by C, C. Teague, president of 
the Santa Clara River. water protectors 
dlistrict, who represented citizens of the 
ruined area three years ago, when they 
went into court and tried to prevent 
erection of the San Francisquito dam, 

“The city of Los Angeles is to blame. 
The dam was built without permission 
of the State division of water rights and 
it was not constructed to withstand the 
test that it was subjected to Los Angeles 
should pay,” said Mr. Teague. 

Coroner Frank Hance, of Los Anveler 
Couny, ennounced that his inquest will 
be conducted in Los Angeles, possibly 
on Saturday or Monday, and will seek 
to place the blame. 

Nance today launched one of the 
official inquiries into the cause of the 
disaster. Edward Hyatt, jr., State engi- 
neer, arrived from Sacramento to take 
charge of another. A third investiga- 
tion was alluded to but not formally 
announced, in the statement of Oliver 
Reardon, the Ventura County coroner, 
that he had summoned District Attor- 
ney Hollingsworth, of that county, to 
question witnesses at the inquests. The 
inquests will be held tomorrow at the 
temporarly morgues in Moor Park, Fill- 
more, Santa Paula and Oxnard. 


Experts to Inspect Site. 

While Coroner Readon taking 
statements at the inquest Coroner 
Nance has asked a commission of local 
engineers to inspect the dam site and 
be prepared to testify at the Los Ange- 
les County inquest. If it is necessary 
to Walt several days while the tech- 
nical men make their inspection, Nance 
said he would hold the date of inquest 
open.

seek the truth of the re- 
port that one end of the dam rested 
in shale instead of bedrock,” said 
Coroner Nance. “We will call every 
person from the city’s water and power 
board who had anything to do with 
the building of that dam if necessary 
to get complete information.

Ground Movement Blamed. 

He claimed there had been a “major 
ground movement in the hills form- 
ing the west buttréss of the dam.” 

It was in the nature of the settling 
of the earth, affected by the water and 
was not an earthquake, he said. 

A brown stream still flowed today 
through the middle of the newly created 
gorge, widening here, narrowing there 
and wandering in some places from one 
side of the gorge to the other. 

The searchers after bodies were led 
by 300 men on horseback. The search- 
ing parties divided into groups, each 
with a captain, and as a body was dis- 
covered it was conveyed, by horseback, 
up the banks of the canyon, and laid 
under a cloth, with a little white flag, 
planted on a stick, fluttering to denote 
the spot to follow-up parties with 
stretchers. Each searching group went 
out armed with coils of rope, picks and 
shovels. In some places where victims 
were thought to rest, the searchers 
found 10 to 20-foot heaps of mud and 
debris. 


30 Feet of Silt at One Place. 

One spot, not far below the dam, 
awash with more than 30 feet of silt. 
Missing members of the families in the 
power house colony at the foot of the 
giant dam, were sought here. Another 
spot may be the burial ground of a 
camp of 12 or 15 Southern Pacific work- 
ers’ families, who were swallowed up 
in a bottom near Castaic. Water still 
was flowing, and portions of the canyon 
still were impenetrable. 

Unknown to the Newhall headquar- 
ters, several searching parties came 
down from Kern County, and located 
bodies on the far side of the gorge,

Steam Shovels Grope About,

forth from the broken St. Francis Dam. 

The known death list admittedly 
not exact owing to probable omissions, 
duplications at receiving stations and 
broken communication lines. 
were estimates that it might reach up- 
ward of 400. The jagged central sec- 
tion of the dam, standing gaunt by 
itself today, was believed to shadow the 
grave of 50 Los Angeles City employes, 
overwhelmed and buried as they slept 
in their construction camp. 


Dead Lie on Rough Boards, 


In lodge rooms, pool halls, dance halls 
and wherever floor space can be ob- 
tained at various 
the flood region, morgues have been 
established. Rough boards, mounted 
on chairs, benches or anything avail- 
able are the resting places for the 
silent, sheet-covered rows of the dead, 

Here and there throughout the waste 
left by the waters are sticks stuck into 
the mud to indicate a victim buried 
by the flood, a marker for the searching 
parties set up by the advance guard of 
the hunt. 

Parallel with the search for victims 
of the tragedy marches an official in- 
vestigation of its probable cause. 

Why a dam, barely two years old and 
built at a cost of more than $1,000,000, 
should crumble under the pressure of 
the water it was constructed to im- 
pound is the question to which offi- 
cials of the State, counties and cities 
are seeking an answer. 


Many Blame Seepage. 


Seepage, say many residents of the 
valley, started the erosion which cul- 
minated in catastrophe. Builders of 
the dam, who reared its bulk under su- 
pervision of Chief Engineer William 
Mulholland, of the Los Angeles Bureau 
of Water and Power, declare it showed 
a minimum of seepage. Mulholland 
said last night that he believed an 
earth movement was responsible. 

Bitterness mingled with grief in dis- 
cussions of the disaster throughout the 
little Santa Clara Valley, down which 
the flood poured yesterday from the 
mouth of San Francisquito Canyon. 

On every hand in that region sur- 
vivors recalled the fight the valley 
residents made against the building of 
the dam by the City of Los Angeles.

“Commissioner Brossard has 
been Known In 
litical protege of Senator Smoot,” Mr. 
Costigan added, “who has created the 
impression of a biased, as distinguish- 
ed from a scientific or judicial mind. 
Members of the Senate investigating 
committee are aware that while testi- 
fying under oath, he appeared at times 
to be cautiously hiding material in- 
formation within his knowledge which 
was sought by such members.” 

Commissioner Lowell “lacks equip- 
ment or special qualifications for the 
duties of the Tariff Commission.” The 
letter continued, “in so far as he acts 
independently, he appears to vote 
prejudices rather than facts,” and 
“even seems to take pride in parading 
his misconception of his official re- 
sponsibilities. 

“He has stated at commission meet- 
ing that he is opposed to dissenting 
statements in reports to the President; 
that he is not ‘the kind of a man’ to 
dissent and never will dissent, but in- 
stead, ‘will keep still,’ no matter how 
much he may disagree with the con- 
tents of such reports.” 


Why Statements Are Personal. 


Regretting the “necessity for per- 
sonal references,” Mr. Costigan wrote 
that “the statements are’ personal be- 
cause facts of public consequence are 
personal,” 

Included in the lengthy letter were 
assertions that the commission has 
failed in other respects, particularly in 
not meeting its statutory obligations 
to report on the effect of the tariff on 
rem industries and labor of this coun-

ry. 

“An open-minded performance ot 
thig task by the commission would have 
disclosed the use.of various tariff fal- 
lacies to mislead farmers and industrial 
workers in the United States,” Costigan 
added. “If the commission had been 
properly constituted, long before now it 
would have clearly pointed out the lim- 
ited benefits derived by farmers from 
many agricultural tariff rates.” 


Tariff Rates Purposefully High, 


He declared that duties in the tarift 
act of 1922, which may be raised or low- 
ered under the flexible provisions, were 
purposely placed high by Congress in 
the expectation that there would later 
be many more reductions than increases 
in rates by the President. 

Yet, he points out that, of 32 reports 
in such cases by the commission in the 
past five years, the President has pro- 
claimed eighteen increases in tariff 
‘rates, some “of much tariff signifi- 
cance,” and five decreases of “little 
tariff importance,” among the decreased 
duties being those on bobwhite quail, 
mill feed and paint brush handles. 

Mr. Costigan said that his future 
plans were indefinite, but that he con- 
templated a motor trip to his home in 
Colorado, and probably would practice 
law.

He ran 
ahead of his ticket there in 1925, 

The Third, New Albany district, on 
the Ohio River across from Louisville, 
is partly agricultural and has the Bed- 
ford stone quarries. Frank Gardner 
(Democrat) represents the district in 
the national House. M. Bert Thurman, 
campaign manager for Watson, lives in 
this district and keeps the organiza- 
tion machinery well oiled. Watson's 
prospects are very good in this district, 
according to both Watson and Hoover 
workers. Watson ran ahead of his 
ticket by 1,043 votes‘in 1926. 

The Fourth, so-called Jeffersonville 
district, mear the Kentucky border, 
runs up close to Indianapolis and in- 
cludes Columbus, home of Will Irwin, 
president of the State Hoover Club. 
This is also a Democratic district, 
Harry C. Canfield representing it in 
the House. Concensus Is that Watson 
has the edge but that Hoover has 
some chance here.

The Fifth, Terre Haute district, in- 
cludes Vigo County, where the organi- 
zation machine is described as never 
failing to carry out the will of the con- 
trolling power on election days.

Johnson, Republican. Watson is vir- 
tually conceded this district in ad- 
vance. He ran ahead of his ticket by 
279 in 1926. 

The Sixth, Richmond district, includes 
Rushville. Watson’s home town. Wat- 
son lost this district to his Democratic 
opponent in 1926, and ran 962 behind 
his ticket. Richard Nash Elliott, Re- 
publican, is the district's representative 
in Congress. Hoover expects to have a 
good fighting chance here. 

The Seventh, Marlon County, or In- 
dianapolis district, will be the scene of 
a real battle with the Watson machine 
in full operation. Hoover's supporters 
will stage a hard fight here and are 
encouraged by the fact that Watson 
ran 3,042 votes behind his ticket in this 
district in 1926. Ralph E. Updike, Re- 
publican, represents the district in 
Congress 

The Eighth, Anderson-Muncie district, 
is on the Ohio line, about the center of 
the eastern border of the Hoosier State. 
Muncie is the home of George Lock- 
wood, Hoover’s national chairman. 
Former Gov, Goodrich’s home is in this 
district. Hoover's supporters expect to 
win the district. Watson ran 453 be- 
hind his ticket in 1926. 

The Ninth is the so-called Kokomo- 
ably carry it. Watson ran 988 behind 
Crawfordsville district and much of it 


is in the farm belt, where Lowden and 
Dawes men are presumed to vote for 
Watson. Watson is given the edge here 
though he ran 1,686 behind his ticket 
in 1926.

Oscar Froullinger, Hoo- 
ver’s State manager, lives at Fort Wayne 
and publishes the Fort Wayne News- 
Sentinel, which is conceded to have 
much influence and which incidentally 
hag been growing in circulation and 
prestige since the paper came out for 
modification of the Volstead act. Hoo- 
ver is expected to carry this district and 
the Watson camp concedes that this 
is probable. Watson ran 1,270 behind 
his tiket in 1926. David Hogg (Repub- 
lican) represents the district in Con- 
gress. 

The Thirteenth District ls the South 
Bend District, now in control of the 
Democrats, although Andrew J. Hickey 
(Republican) is the representative in 
Congress. This northern industrial dis- 
trict is expected to be for Hoover and 
the Watson supporters regard this dis- 
trict as the weakest spot in the Watson 
line-up.

A far-reaching plan to put the Goverament 


~»-Anto the fertilizer manufacturing business is 


embodied in the Norris Muscle Shoals resolu- 
tion passed by the Senate. 
measure is deceiving, for the text by no means 
limits bureaucratic activity to Muscle Shoals. 
If the resolution is approved by the House, any 
one of half a hundred industries may find 


themselves in direct competition with the Gov- 
ernment. The field which governmental activi- 
ties may cover is as large as the United States 
itself. No proposal for the entry of the Gov- 
ernment into private business has ever ap- 
proached in character or scope the plan which 
has been jammed through the Senate. 

The completion of Dam No. 2 and other 
works, the primary objects of the fight that has 
been waged before Congress so long, sinks 
into insignificance in comparison with other 
provisions of the Norris resolution. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is authorized, for instance, 
“to construct, maintain and operate expert- 
mental or production plants anywhere in the 
United States for the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of fertilizer or any of the ingredients com- 
prising fertilizer."’ This officer may contract 
with farmers or farm organizations ‘“‘to pay 
the special costs and losses, if any, sustained 
by them as a direct result of such large scale 
use of the new fertilizer or fertilizer practices 
during the initial or experimental period of 
their introduction.” Even more, the Secretary 
of Agriculture is authorized “to make alltera- 
tions, modifications or improvements in exist- 
ing plants and facilities and to construct and 
operate new plants and facilities in order to 
the provisions of this 
section.”’ 

A broader charter to experiment wiihout 
control or supervision, to engage in all sorts 
of business, to build plants and buy supplies 
wherever fancy might dictate, and charge the 
bill to the United States, can not be imagined. 
Im order, however, that there may be no 
scarcity of funds for this incursion into the 
fleld of Government ownership the résolution 
provides an appropriation of $10,000,000, so 
that the Secretary of Agriculture “may not be 
delayed in carrying out the program.” 

Proponents of the Norris resolution have 
termed it an experimental compromise for the 
disposition of Muscle Shoals. Analyzed, it is 
Government ownership and operation on a 
tremendous scale. It involves the expenditure 
of vast sums of the people’s money. As a pork 
barrel measure, calling for the expenditure of 
Federal funds all over the country and the 
creation of countless Government jobs, the 
Norris resolution has magnificent possibilities. 

The low estate into which the United States 
Senate has fallen is exhibited by its approval 
of the Norris resolution. Under what con- 
atitutional grant of power is Congress author- 
ized to put the Government into the fertilizer 


; - business? Those senators who know that this 


resolution is a flagrant misuse of power and a 
gross misapplication of Government funds in 
favor of a single class of citizens are deserving 
of criticism for their failure to expose this 
vicious piece of legislation. Others acquiesced 
in its passage because they are more interested 
in pork than in the protection of the Treasury. 
Cowardice and greed have been powerful aids 
of crazy paternalism in the Senate.

BREAKING OF ST. FRANCIS DAM. 


What caused the St. Francis Dam to give 
way? This question is now to be investi- 
gated as California surveys the frightful 
havoc caused by its latest disaster. Four 
hundred lives or more have been lost, and 
damage to the extent of $15,000,000 or more 
has been caused by the flood that suddenly 
swept down the Santa Clara River. 

The first report of the disaster attributed 

the break to an earthquake, This was de- 
nied, and no seismographic disturbances have 
been reported by any observatory. It was 
suspected that the dam had been blown out 
by dynamite, as a sequel of the “water war” 
that was waged for two years between the 
City of Los Angeles and Owens Valley resi- 
dents. But this war was supposed to be 
settled; and if dynamite had been used, some 
of the survivors would have reported the ex- 
plosion. 
' §ome engineers have expressed the opinion 
that the seepage of water through the shale- 
like formation at the sides of the dam weak- 
ened the structure and caused it to go out 
when extra pressure resulted from heavy 
rains. In this connection samples of the con- 
crete used in the dam have been examined, and 
have been found to be so crumbly as to be 
easily crushed in the hand. 

Dismissing the earthquake and dynamite 
theories, the superficial evidence already 
gathered indicates that the dam was con- 
structed of inferior material and without al- 
lowance for the extra strain resulting from 
heavy rains. A great responsibility 
upon the authorities of the City of Los Angeles 
in sifting out the facts and ascertaining the 
cause of this frightful catastrophe.

A QUESTION OF COPYRIGHT. 

A highly interesting and important copyright 
case has just been decided in the chancery 
division of the High Court of Justice in Eng- 
land. The plaintiffs, A. & C. Black, Limited, of 
London, owners of “Who's Who,” alleged that 
the defendants, Claude Stacey, Limited, also of 


London, had infringed their copyright by pub- 
lishing a compilation entitled “Men of the 
West,’ containing a large number of biog- 
raphies which are reproductions, in whole or 
in part, of biographies contained in “‘Who’s 
Who” for 1925 and 1926. They asked for an 
injunction to restrain the Messrs. Stacey from 
publishing ““Men of the West’’ or from other- 
wise infringing their copyright in “Who's 
Who,’ and claimed delivery up of all materials 
intended to be used in such publication, as well 
as damages for infringement of copyright and 
for conversion of infringed copies.

IMPORTING OLD-WORLD FEUDS.

The latest paternalistic proposal by David 
Starr Jordan and other dreamers is one Ccall- 
the appropriation of $75,000,000 to 
care for the children of strikers, the unem- 
ployed and underpaid, and bankrupt farmers. 
The proponents include the usual number of 
university professors and several of those 
whose names are perpetually linked with 
projects designed to make the Government 
provide a living for its citizens. Figures ac- 
companying the suggestion indicate that there 
are several hundred thousand children suf- 
fering because of what the manifesto calls 
the “prosperity of the few.” 

it is, of course, easy to create sympathy in 
behalf of children in want. No responsibility 
for their present condition can be laid at 
their door. Considered individually, no one 
would deny that they should receive aid. The 
question, however, is the form that such as- 
sistance shall take. It is not hard to see in 
the proposal now advanced the beginning of 
a “dole’’ system under which England is still 
laboring. The British Parliament, when it 
adopted a policy of unemployment relief im- 
mediately after the war, thought only to tide 
over a desperate situation. There was no 
idea then that a decade after the war millions 
of dollars would still be needed for any such 
purpose. The “dole’’ has perpetuated unem- 
ployment in England. It is a means of live- 
lihood to thousands who will not work 60 
long as they can exist on charity. 

The relief of those actually in want, from 
whatever cause, is primarily a matter for 
private and social charity. The attempt to 
make the Government support the people, or 
any of them, is crazy. 
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Frauds involving millions of dollars, and 
from which the Nation as a whole suffered, 
have been scotched by the prosecution by Fed- 
éral authorities in New York of mail and 
bankruptcy violations. Conviction in 36 mail 
fraud cases and 45 bankruptcy cases have been 
obtained in the last year. Since New York is 
the center of such shady operators, the work 
of detection and prevention must of necessity 
fall on the officials there. The thanks of the 
country as a whole should be extended to the 
vigilant officials, since sharpers of this sort 
do not stop at State lines.

GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 

Two American engineers who visited 
the Great Wall of Nankow last fall 
amused themselves by making some 
rough figures on it. The guidebook 
told them that it was 1,500 miles long 
and that it was built during the reign 
of Chin Hwang-ti, who ruled forty years, 
both of which statements are incorrect 
writes Col. Sherwood A. Cheney, in the 
Far Eastern Review. On these assump- 
tions and assuming that the wall 
throughout its length preserved the 
same style of construction as that ob- 
served at Nankow (which, of course, it 
does not), these gentlemen reached the 
conclusion that the construction of the 
wall must have occupied the undivided 
efforts of 9,000,000 workmen over a 
period of forty years! As their assumed 
length for the wall is short by about 
1,000 miles, it is possible, in spite of the 
other errors in their assumptions, that 
their conclusion is not greatly in error. 

Some foreign (that is, non-Chinese) 
military men have been inclined to look 
upon the Great Wall as a monument to 
the unmilitary qualities of the Chinese 
race. Not all, however, for we are in- 


debted to Col. H. d’Ollone, of the French 


Colonial Army, for quite a different 
view. I take the lberty of quoting 
from his work, entitled “La Chine Nova- 
trice et Guerrilere,” in which he presents 
the following interesting conception of 
the Great Wall: 

“During these centuries of interna! 
warfare the Huns had unceasingly 
driven their terrible incursions across 
the frontier. As a defence, the neigh- 
boring kings had raised fortresses in al! 
the defiles of the mountains. The First 
Emperor (Chin Hwang-ti) conceived 
the idea of connecting these forts 
d’arret by a continuous enceinte. So 
the ‘10,000 li wall’ was built (one li 
equal one-third of a mile, more or less), 
the most gigantic work of man. 

“The Great Wall has been the theme 
of endless mockery; it has been referred 
to as the conception of an unwarlike 
people, which could only hide behind a 
wall, of a people so devoid of military 
sense as not to see the strategic ab- 
surdity of such a means of defence, 
which could not be guarded throughout 
ite entire length. With all due respect to 
these mockers, the Great Wall was an 
irreproachable conception, Against ad- 
versaries who could not be followed up 
and destroyed, who had no fixed homes 
or property, there is no other defence. 
It was not sufficient for the Chinese to 
fortify towns; the whole countryside, 
the crops and the peasants, must also 
be protected. The nomads of Mongolia’ 
were horsemen; the Wall stopped them. 
Their horses, used to any terrain, could 
go almost anywhere, There was no 
break in the Wall, even on the steepest 
slopes. The invaders could certainly

The House of Representatives 
confirmed action taken by the 
last night whereby the McCoy bill, for 
supervision of the presidential elections 
by the United States, was rejected. 
Thus, the situation is the same as that 
which prevailed regarding supervision 
before congress convened. 

The senate was expected to adjourn 
this evening and the house tomorrow, 
the sessions of the last two days being 
merely a continuation of Monday’s ses- 
sion. 

Brig. Gen. McCoy has conferred with 
President Diaz, but their decision will 
not be made known until after congress 
adjourns. Both American and Nicara- 
guan governments remain committed to 
the Tipitapa arrangement, and steps 
for supervision of the elections will be 
announced soon, it is said, despite the 
fatlure of congress to approve the meas- 
ure, 

The Liberal party is planning to is- 
sue four-year bonds called “bonds for 
the Liberty election of 1928” to the 
amount of $200,000 to cover its election 
expenses. The bonds will be in the 
denominations of $5, $20 and §100, 
bearing 10 per cent interest. 

The failure of the McCoy electoral 
law is causing much newspaper com- 
ment, the Liberal papers denouncing 
the Conservative deputies who defeated 
the bill.

hearing upon which ended Tuesday. At 
itg regular semiweekly meeting the 
commission, after disposition of routine 
business, will undertake to decide how 


to deal with the agreement 

Stockholders of the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co., by the required two- 
thirds vote, yesterday approved the 
merger agreement. Shares of stock to 
the number of 108,927!, of a total of 
150,000, were voted by their owners in 
person or by proxy in favor of the 
merger. No votes were cast against the 
agreement. Stockholders of the Capital 
Traction Co. will vote today. 

The present disposition of a majority 
of the commission is said to be to de- 
cide what modifications of the merger 
agreement should be required by the 
commission, and after that determina- 
tion has been made to call in represent- 
atives of the car companies and Harley 
P. Wilson and communicate to them 
that. information. 


Companies Face Burden. 


This, it is hoped, will relieve the 
commission of having to disapprove the 
merger plan, since it will place on the 
companies the burden of either acced- 
ing to the modifications or withdraw- 
ing their plan and begin conferences to 
devise a new one. 

The task of going over the agreement 
'o present findings in detail on 
section will not be undertaken by the 
commission, if the foregoing plan :!s 
adopted, until it is ready to report to 
Congress, which may be after another 
plan. has been submitted by the com- 
panies. 

If a new plan is submitted it ts 
doubtful if it will be the subject of 
further public hearings.. This question 
was asked the commission members 
after the final session of the merger 
hearing Tuesday and, while it has not 
been discussed by the members, the 
informal opinion was expressed that 
all merger ground was covered in the 
hearings that were held.

Valuation in Question. 


It is said to be the present desire 
of the commission to limit its request 
to the companies for modification of 
the agreement to section 11 of that 
document, which provides for a fixed 
valuation of $50,000,000 for the pres- 
ent traction properties; to be added to 
from time to time as new capital in- 
vestments are made, and the establish- 
ment of a 7 per cent return on rate 
mé@king value. 

This is the key section of the agree- 
ment, the companies having indicated 
the only concession to which they 
might.agree in connection therewith 
would be a provision for complete re- 
Valuation in not less than ten years. 

It is believed that two of the three 
members of the commission are op- 
posed to a fixed valuation of $50,000,-

will be suggested by the commission, 
since the companies indicated that they 
might consent to such modification.

Census Bureau-Makes Public. 


Estimates; 120,013,000 
Total for Country. 


Washington will have reached the 
halfway point between 500,000 and 600,- 
000 population by July, according to es- 
timates prepared by the United States 
Census Bureau, based on the average 
growth between the years 1910 and 1920. 

At that time the estimates indicate 


Washington will have a population of 
052,000. The last official count made 
by the bureau in January, 1920, showed 
but 437,571 persons resident here. 

Estimates for the country as a whole 
place the total population of the United 
States at 120,013,000, an increase of 14 
per cent over the 1920 check. This 
total was arrived at through returns on 
births, deaths, emigration and immi- 
gration. 

Florida showed the greatest gain of 
all. the States, the population having 
increased there approximately 48 per 
cent since 1920; according to estimates. 
California showed a total increase of 
35 per cent, while Michigan netted a 
30 per cent gain.
